City sponsors town

On Tuesday, September 28th, 
the San Jose city government spon- 
sored a town hall meeting to ob- 
serve the “National League of Cit- 
ies’ American Dream Campaign 
Day.” Members of the discussion 
panel included the city manager, 
Councilmember Nora Campos 
(who organized the meeting), and 
representatives from the San Jose 
Redevelopment Agency. 

San Jose residents were invited 
to “share your thoughts on the City 
of San Jose’s efforts to create equi- 
table communities.” Few accepted 
the city’s invitation. 

Only twenty-five people at- 
tended the meeting that was held at 
the Discovery Museum. A number 
of the audience members were ac- 
tually city employees. It was one of 
those meetings were the hosts 
nearly outnumbered the guests. 

Earlier on September 28th, the 
city council passes a resolution join- 
ing the National League of Cities 
in its commitment to the “Ameri- 
can Dream Campaign.” The city’s 
resolution contained the following 
statement: 

“*....the city, together with the 
National League of Cities, believe 
that government at all levels have a 
fundamental responsibility to pro- 
vide equitable communities that 
will give every person an equal 
chance to achieve the American 
Dream...” 

Are people in San Jose being 
denied an “equal chance” to achieve 
the American Dream? (By the way, 
who’s definition of the American 
Dream are we working with here?) 
Silicon Valley is chock-full of 
people who’s rags to riches stories 
transcend their background and 
ethnicity. The average household 
income in San Jose is among the 
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hall meeting 


highest in the nation! 

The city’s resolution con- 
cluded: “The City of San Jose joins 
the National League of Cities in 
calling for a national commitment 
to ensure access to the American 
Dream.” 

What is this “national commit- 
ment?” Are we to have a govern- 
mental department of equity and 
dreams? 

One of the topics discussed by 
the American Dream Campaign 
Day panel was “How do we insti- 
tutionalize the effort to address in- 
equalities and create a sustainable 
city?” 

Is it the role of government to 
“create” equality? Who in the gov- 
ernment gets to decide what equal- 
ity means, and just how would the 
government deliver and maintain it? 
Should those in society that work 
harder and build more not be per- 
mitted to receive the fruits of their 
labor? Should someone who “hit 
the bottle” rather than the books re- 
ceive the same salary or reward as 
someone who worked two jobs to 
get themselves through college? 

When people speak of using 
the government to create “equitable 
communities,” are they talking 
about using the government to re- 
district wealth? If they are, some 
people might call that Socialism. 

Note: According to the District 
Five city council office, the city 
spent $350 to rent the meeting room 
at the Discovery Museum and an 
additional $168 was spent on pre- 
paid parking. 

Why didn’t the city just hold 
the meeting at City Hall where the 
costs would have been zero? 

Also: According to the Na- 
tional League of Cities website, the 
annual membership dues for the 
City of San Jose are $21,716.<>

Radiation storms, 250 mile- 
per-second winds, charged par- 
ticles raining down from mag- 
netic tempests overhead. It sounds 
like the extreme weather of some 
alien world, but this bizarre 
weather happens right here at 
Earth. 

Scientists call it “space 
weather.” It occurs mostly within 
the gradual boundary between our 
atmosphere and interplanetary 
space, where the blast of particles 
and radiation streaming from the 
Sun plows into the protective 
bubble of Earth’s magnetic field. 
But space weather can also de- 
scend to Earth’s surface. Because 
the Earth’s magnetic field envel- 
ops all of us, vibrations in this 
springy field caused by space 
weather reverberate in the room 
around you and within your body 
as much as at the edge of space 
far overhead. 

In fact, one way to see these 
“geomagnetic storms” is to sus- 
pend a magnetized needle from a 
thin thread inside of a bottle. 
When solar storms buffet Earth’s 
magnetic field, you'll see the 
needle move and swing. If you 
live at higher latitudes, you can 
see a more spectacular effect: the 
aurora borealis and the aurora 
australis. These colorful light 
shows happen when charged par- 
ticles trapped in the outer bands 
of Earth’s magnetic field get 
“shaken loose” and rain down on 
Earth’s atmosphere. 

And because a vibrating 
magnetic field will induce an 
electric current in a conductor, 
geomagnetic storms can have a 
less enjoyable effect: widespread 
power blackouts. Such a blackout 
happened in 1989 in Quebec,

Canada, during a particularly 
strong geomagnetic storm. These 
storms can also induce currents in 
the metallic bodies of orbiting sat- 
ellites, knocking the satellite out 
temporarily, and sometimes per- 
manently. 

Partly because of these ad- 
verse effects, scientists keep close 
tabs on the space weather fore- 
cast. The best way to do this is to 
watch the Sun. The NASA/ESA 
SOHO satellite and NOAA’s fleet 
of GOES satellites keep a con- 
stant watch on the Sun’s activity. 
If a “hole” in the Sun’s extended 
atmosphere (corona) — where 
high-speed solar wind streams out 
from the Sun’s surface— comes 
into view, it could mean that a 
strong gust of solar wind is on its 
way, along with the geomagnetic 


storms it will trigger. And an ex- 
plosive ejection of hot plasma 
(ejected gas from the corona) to- 
ward the Earth could mean dan- 
ger for astronauts in orbit. The 
advancing front of ejected matter, 
moving much faster than the so 
lar wind, will accelerate particles 
in its path to near the speed of 
light, spawning a radiation storm 
that can threaten astronauts’ 
health.

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San Ysidro (EFE) — A pro- 
test march more than a thousand 
people strong descended on this 
town on the U.S.-Mexican border 
last Saturday to demand an end to 
the U.S. Border Patrol’s Operation 
Guardian. 

Demonstrators chanted slo- 
gans against the Border Patrol, 
which had some 2,000 agents in 
1994 when Operation Guardian 
was launched, and now has more 
than 11.000 dedicated to stopping 
the flow of migrants from Mexico 
into the United States. 

Under Operation Guardian a 
triple wall with powerful lights 
and night-vision equipment was 
built along a stretch of the Mexi- 
can border. 

Protesters say that the triple 
wall makes illegal migrants find 
more dangerous, sometimes 
deadly routes across the desert and 
mountains into the country. 

With banners saying that their

Hispanos mejoran salario en California 


Sacramento (EFE) — 

Aunque los hispanos de Califor- 
nia han conseguido reducir la 
brecha de salarios respecto a los 
anglosajones que hace diez años 
les aventajaba notablemente, 
todavía están por debajo según un 
estudio. : 
Los hispanos “han tenido un 
destacado avance en lo que se 
refiere a su salario, sin embargo, 
continúan ganando —en pro- 
medio— 61 por ciento de lo que 
ganan los californianos no his- 
panos”, dijo Jean Ross, Directora 
de la Organización Proyecto de 
Presupuesto de California, que 
realizó el estudio. 

Los latinos representan el 40 
por ciento de la fuerza laboral en 
California y para el 2003, año en 
que cierra el estudio, ganaban en 
promedio 11 dólares la hora en 
trabajos de manufactura frente a 
los 20.83 dólares de los califor- 
nianos no hispanos. 

Aunque los trabajadores 
hispanos mejoraron sus ingresos 
sobre la base de la educación, 
siguen percibiendo menores 
salarios que los no hispanos, 
incluso en el mismo tipo de 
trabajos y con niveles educativos 
similares, añade el estudio 
titulado “¿Avanzando o quedán- 
dose atrás?”. 

Si se compara el estudio del 
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Proyecto de Presupuesto de Cali- 
fornia de 1990 a 2003 con los 
datos registrados por esa misma 
organización desde 1979, se 
observa un repunte en el salario 
de los hispanos en la última 
década pero sin alcanzar a los 
anglosajones. 

“Es muy claro que los sa- 
larios de los trabajadores hispanos 
de California mejoraron en años 
recientes, pero en promedio sus 
avances se han quedado reza- 
gados con respecto a los salarios 
de los californianos no hispanos”, 
señaló Ross. 

“Esto significa que no obs- 
tante los adelantos en ingresos 
que han experimentado las 
familias hispanas de California, 
muchas de esas familias tienen 
que continuar haciendo esfuerzos 
para cubrir los costos de vida 
actualmente”, añadió. 

Al observar los índices de 
ingresos salariales hispanos desde 
1979 hasta 2003, a pesar del 
avance acelerado de los hispanos, 
la brecha comparativa con los 
otros grupos étnicos aumentó. 

“Persiste una brecha signi- 
ficativa de salarios entre los 
trabajadores hispanos de Califor- 
nia y los no hispanos, aún cuando 
los hispanos han experimentado 
fuertes avances desde mediados 
de los años noventa”, dice las 
conclusiones del estudio. 

“Los salarios de los hispanos 
nacidos en Estados Unidos son 
substancialmente más altos que 
los de sus contrapartes nacidos en 
el extranjero”, agregan. 

Ross enfatizó que la edu- 
cación sirvió a los hispanos para 
avanzar en la escala de salarios 
de California entre 1995 y 2003, 
pero “no fue por sí misma sufi- 
ciente para eliminar la brecha de

lo que ganan los trabajadores his- 
panos y los que no son hispanos”. 

La conclusión más desalen- 
tadora del estudio es que aunque 
los hispanos adelantaron acelera- 
damente en sus ingresos entre 
1995 y 2003, “las familias hispa- 
nas de California continúan des- 
proporcionadamente represen- 
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“taxes are used for death” and that 
Operation Guardian is a “crime 
against humanity,” the activists 
marched peacefully under the 
watchful eye of motorcycle cops. 

Retired priest Patricio Guillen 
of the city of San Bernardino, 
California, said that “everybody 
should join this march, but there 
are some who don’t understand 
that if George Bush wins these 
elections we can expect the kind 
of roundups they did last year, and 
which they only stopped in the 
face of our resolute opposition.” 

Activist organizations de-

San Diego County violated the 
Federal Voting Rights Act because it 
did not offer enough support to voters 
with limited English skills. The County 
agreed to do better and promised to hire 
900 Spanish-speaking poll workers for 
the November 2nd election. As of this 
writing, they have only been able to 
find half of the people they need. 

When we think of voting, we im- 
mediately imagine citizenship and we 
assume fluency in the English lan- 
guage. Why should bilingual services 
be provided”? Why translate voting ma- 
terials? 

Translation would not be required 
except for the fact that some natural- 
ized citizens do not understand English 
very well. Although the citizenship test 
covers both the English language and 
government of the U.S., its content may 
vary with the applicant’s background. 

When I took my citizenship test, 
more than twenty years ago, the exam- 
iner had certain expectations of me as 
a graduate of an American college. My 
mother took hers as a sixty-year-old 
Italian immigrant and failed it several 
times. Eventually, the examiner, hav- 
ing realized my mother’s determination 
to become a citizen, gave her a test that 
she managed to pass. Yet, her knowl- 
edge of the English language remains 
very limited. 

My mother is not the only U.S. citi-

zen who would have a lot of trouble 
with the English ballot and would re- 
quire help at the polls. It was with these 
people in mind that Congress passed 
The Voting Rights Act. Section 203 of 
this legislation says that if more than 
5% or 10,000 voting-age citizens in a 
county don’t speak English “very 
well,” according the U.S. Census fig- 
ures, and are fluent in another language, 
election materials need to be translated. 

The law applies to Spanish, Asian, 
American Indian and Alaskan native 
languages because their speakers were 
recognized as having suffered discrimi- 
nation and exclusion. African and Eu- 
ropean languages were left out of the 
law although a new proposal in the U.S. 
Senate would include these languages 
as well. 

Although cost is a definite con- 
cern, some people have additional res- 
ervations. Some object to the very idea 
of ballots in languages other than En- 
glish. Some people fear that voting in 
Spanish, Vietnamese, Chinese, or 
whatever second language the law 
might require, will result in the begin- 
ning of a slippery rope which will 
Balkanize the country and lead it the 
same path as Canada into a possible 
break up. 

These fears are unfounded since no 
such danger really exists. Ballots and 
services in languages other than En- 
glish help recipients of these services 
to become full-fledged Americans. 

The ability to vote in Spanish or 
some other language makes people 
more American not less. 

Voting is a right for legal citizens 
whether they are born in the U.S. or 
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naturalized. There is no literacy test. If 
there were such a test, a significant 
number of native-born Americans 
would probably fail it. 

Indeed, in the history of our coun- 
try, literacy tests have been used to pre- 
vent people from voting. Complaints 
about being unable to vote even oc- 
curred in the last presidential election 
in Florida. Many Haitians and African 
Americans felt that barriers were put 
in their path as they attempted to vote. 

We want all legal citizens — 
whether born in the U.S. or natural- 
ized— to be able to vote. And steps are 
taken to eliminate barriers. For ex- 
ample, we send absentee ballots to 
those who find it inconvenient or diffi- 
cult to get to the polling places. We pro- 
vide access to people with disabilities 
and assistance is given to enable them 
to vote. Translating ballots as required 
by law is just another step to make sure 
people’s voices are heard. 

The Board of Supervisors of 
Ventura County recently adopted a plan 
which would have bilingual county 
employees work at the polls on elec- 
tion day instead of doing their regular 
duties. In addition to their standard sal- 
ary, these individuals would also re- 
ceive a $90.00 supplement. San Diego 
and other counties may wish to follow 
Ventura County’s example to make 
sure that every vote counts.

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Vietnamese Americans back 
Bush — but for how long? 


Editor’s note: Many Vietnamese 
Americans say Bush beat Kerry in the first 
debate, not a surprise, coming from mem- 


bers of a largely conservative, anti-Com- 


munist immigrant community that has 
long favored Republicans. But times may 
be changing.

San Francisco — Outside of a Viet- 
namese coffee shop in the Tenderloin dis- 
trict,two older Vietnamese men are smok- 
ing and talking about Bush and Kerry. 
“Kerry did very well, but Bush came out 
solid and strong,” says Mr. Tinh Nguyen. 
“Kerry might still have a fighting chance. 
Too bad we are voting in California. We 
can’t help president Bush from here.” 

The scene reflects typical Vietnam- 
ese American voting patterns. A recent 
poll conducted before the debate by 
Bendixen and Associates and New Cali- 
fornia Media —a part of Pacific News 
Service— found that a whopping 71 per- 
cent of Vietnamese American said they 
voted for George W. Bush, and only 27 
percent for Kerry. 

While the number of Vietnamese reg- 
istered to vote in 2000 was near 325,000, 
according to the U.S. Census, Sergio 
Bendixen, president of Bendixen and 
Associates, says the number of Vietnam- 
ese registered voters now could be as high 
as 600.000. 

If you were to look at the 18 battle- 
ground states, at most there will be 
100,000 Vietnamese votes in those 
states,” Bendixen says. The numbers are 
small. On the other hand, given the tight 
race, a few thousands votes could very 
well make a big difference. 

But Francois Truong, on the other 
hand, says he definitely belongs to the 27 
percent. An openly gay Vietnamese liv- 
ing in San Francisco, Truong says he can’t 
believe that Vietnamese would vote over- 
whelmingly for Bush. “I'd do anything 
to get Bush out.” What does he think of 
Vietnamese who support Bush? “They're 
stupid. Haven't they seen what happened 
to this country since Bush has been in of- 
fice?” 

Nam Nguyen, publisher of Calitoday, 
the largest Vietnamese paper in San José, 
where over 100,000 Vietnamese reside, 
says he understands why Vietnamese will 
still turn out to vote, when many know 
that California will go for Kerry. “We are 
forming an impressive voting block. We 
are saying ‘I’m here, we're here.’ This 
large block will solidify in the mind of 
local politicians. I think especially that's 
important when it comes to the next 
governor’s race in California, where we 
need to have our voice heard.”

The reasons Vietnamese Americans 
are voting for Bush are many, but it comes 
down essentially to this: Republicans are 
perceived as being strong against terror- 
ism and, more important, Communism. 
The majority of the Vietnamese popula- 
tion is foreign born who were once refu- 
gees fleeing Communism, and many still 
remember what it was like to live under 
dictatorship. Senator Kerry, who fought 
in the Vietnam War, but turned into an 
anti war activist, is perceived by many as 
untrustworthy. Recently, Kerry blocked 
a bill that, in order to pressure Vietnam 
to end its human rights abuses, would 
have reduced U.S. aid to the country. His 
opposition to the bill solidified many Viet- 
namese in their decision to vote against 
him. 

Minh Tran, who lives in San José and 
who came to the United States in 1981 at 
age 22, for instance, said that Kerry 
doesn’t deserve his vote because “Kerry 
did not support the U.S. resolution against 
human rights violations in Vietnam.” 

But those who are voting for Kerry 
are no less vocal. David Ho, on a Viet- 
namese-language chat room recently 
urged fellow Vietnamese Americans to 
rethink a vote for Bush. “With Bush in 
the White House the next four years, 
imagine where the U.S. will end up? 
Please think of the future of your chil- 
dren. Bush will cut all financial support 
that will help a better life for people in 
America and move that wealth to finance 
war in the Middle East.” 

And Pham Phan agrees: “In the last 
four years all the social supports have 
been dwindling while taxes for the rich- 
est | percent are cut. There is no security 
in America and no WMD in Iraq. Does 
Bush deserve our votes?” 

The Bendixen poll also found that 
among Asian Americans aged 18 to 39, 
only 27 percent would vote for Bush, ver- 
sus 51 percent for Kerry. Calitoday pub- 
lisher Nam Nguyen says that within an- 
other generation, Vietnamese Americans 
may become less conservative “as more 
and more are born in the United States, 
and their concerns are more domestic and 
not formed by Vietnam. 

“But,” Nguyen adds, “I don’t know. 
The next generation may just be as con- 
servative as their parents.”s> 
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Minorias enfrentan dificultades para ingresar a universidades

Washington (EFE) — Los 
estudiantes de escasos recursos — 
muchos de ellos hispanos y de 
otras minorías — son los que más 
se enfrentan a di-ficultades para 
ingresar a una uni-versidad de alto 
nivel, según un estudio. 

La investigación, hecha por 
el Instituto Pell, reveló que sólo 
el 8 por ciento de los estudiantes 
de universidades privadas provie- 
nen de familias con ingresos eco- 
nómicos menores a los 25 000 dó- 
lares. 

Cuando se examinan las ins- 
tituciones universitarias públicas, 
el porcentaje sube, pero levemen- 
te, al 11 por ciento. 

Sin embargo, se observa un 
salto significativo cuando se cal- 
cula el porcentaje de estudiantes 
en colegios comunitarios cuyos 
padres devengan menos de 
25,000 dólares (20 por ciento) o 
en instituciones universitarias que 
ofrecen carreras profesionales de 
sólo dos años (22 por ciento). 

El estudio examina el porcen- 
taje de estudiantes que provienen 
de familias con ingresos menores 
alos 25,000 dólares. Un segundo 
grupo se establece entre las que 
tienen ingresos de 25,000 a 
74,999 dólares anuales. Y el ter- 
cer sector lo componen los estu- 
diantes cuyos padres obtienen 
salarios mayores a los 75,000 
dólares anuales. 

En los colegios comunitarios, 
el 8 por ciento tiene ingresos 
menores a los 25,000 dólares; el 
59 por ciento está en el grupo de 
entre 25,000 y 74,999 dólares; y 
el 21 por ciento está compuesto 
por los estudiantes cuyas familias 
generan más de 75,000 dólares 
anuales. 

Si se examinan las institu- 
ciones universitarias de dos años, 
el 22 por ciento de los estudiantes 
están en el grupo de menor ingre- 
so; el 50 por ciento en el sector 
económico medio y el 28 por 
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ciento se incluye en el apartado 
de mejor presupuesto económico. 

En las universidades públi- 
cas, los estudiantes que provienen 
de familias de escasos recursos ya 
alcanzan sólo el 11 por ciento, 
pero mientras los de ingresos me- 
dianos permanecen casi en el 
mismo número (48 por ciento), el 
sector más fuerte económica- 
mente aumenta significativa- 
mente (41 por ciento). 

La situación queda aún más 
definida entre los estudiantes de 
universidades privadas: el 11 por 
ciento son de familias con ingre- 
sos menores a los 25.000 dólares; 
el 35 por ciento está en el grupo 
económico de entre 25,000 dó- 
lares y 74,999 dólares; y un altí- 
simo 37 por ciento tienen padres 
que devengan más de 75.000 dó- 
lares anuales. El estudio toma 
nota, sin embargo, de que los 
estudiantes de escasos recursos 
económicos suelen pagar menos 
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por sus matrículas, gracias a la 
puesta en marcha de diversos pro- 
gramas. Pero, advierte que en mu- 
chos casos el pago de la universi- 
dad puede consumir hasta el 60 
por ciento del ingreso de la fa- 
milia. 

Otras investigaciones han re-

Farm Labor Organizing Com- 
mittee, Baldemar Velasquez, ex- 
plained in Mexico that several 
labor organizations and two 
North Carolina agribusinesses 
had signed an agreement on Sep- 
tember 16 to that end. 

Velazquez said the agree- 
ment will initially allow some 
8,000 Mexican farm workers to 
obtain U.S. work permits, and 
the number of work authoriza- 
tions will increase by 1,000 each 
year. 

The contract between the 
FLOC which protects the rights 
of Mexican farm workers, the 
North Carolina Growers Asso-

Durante los últimos 50 
años, el SBA se ha dedicado a 
brindarle ayuda a pequeñas em- 
presas en forma de préstamos, ga- 
rantías de préstamo, asesoría y 
certificaciones. Esta semana, ana- 
lizaremos uno de los programas, 
el “7 a”, que se encuentra en un 
estado de cambio que impactará a 
las empresas hispanas. 

El “7 a” Guaranteed Loan 
Program es uno de los programas 
más populares de la SBA, ya que 
facilita el acceso a préstamos para 
pequeñas empresas y minoritarias.

Entrevista exclusiva de Íride Aparicio 

Celia Fushille-Burke es bailarina, trabaja 
como Directora Asociada de Smuin Ballet, y 
en su tiempo libre actúa en películas de cine. 
A sus tres carreras profesionales podemos 
agregar la de “esposa” y la de “madre” ya que 
tiene dos hijos: Mateo de 17 años de edad y 
Catalina de 15 años. 

En entrevista telefónica para La Oferta, 
preguntamos a la artista ¿cómo logra hacer 
tantas cosas?, la “bailarina más fotografiada” 
de Smuin Ballet y la única en el elenco para 
quien fue creada una figurita plástica con 
partes móviles del personaje que representó 
en la película “The Return of the Jedi”; nos 
revela su secreto: “Un control absoluto de mi 
tiempo”.

Celia nació en El Paso, Texas, pero en sus 
venas corre sangre española. “Celia, mi abuela 
materna era de España”, nos cuenta. “Pero se 
fue a México con mi abuelo y se establecieron 
en Sonora. Allí pensaban vivir, pero cuando 
Pancho Villa los obligó a abandonar el lugar 
huyeron a Ciudad Juárez y después se esta- 
blecieron en El Paso”. Fue allí donde Fushille- 
Burke, comenzó sus clases de ballet a la edad 
de cuatro años, pero estaba muy chiquita y era 
muy tímida por lo que sus clases fueron 
discontinuadas.

Hace una pausa, “Durante ese tiempo 
también (de 13 años), hice una audición con 
la Escuela del Ballet de San Francisco y me 
gané una beca. Cada verano venía a San Fran- 
cisco a entrenarme. Cada vez me preguntaban 
si no quería entrenarme por el año completo, 
pero yo sabía que mi familia no me lo iba a 
permitir. Traté de trasladarme a San Francisco, 
pero no pude hacerlo ya que no es fácil ser 
aceptada en un high school por sólo un año. 
Mi madre sugirió que me graduara antes, lo 
que hice, y dos meses más tarde, en enero de 
1980, me vine a vivir a San Francisco. Bailando 
en el S.F. Ballgt conocí a Michael Smuin que 
en ese tiempo era el director”.

Primera Parte 

Es un placer dejarse llevar por los caminos 
que se abren ante la mirada, sobre todo aquellos 
que conducen hacia los pueblos aledaños a 
Uruapan. Alejándose unos pocos kilómetros 
de esta ciudad, la segunda en importancia en 
el estado de Michoacán, la Meseta Purépecha, 
cubierta con árboles de ahuacate y plantas de 
maíz, rodeada de una cadena de montañas, 
presenta un paisaje que se abre en planicies. 

Las poblaciones de la meseta parecen estar 
detenidas en el tiempo y el llegar a ellas repre- 
senta la clara posibilidad de encontrarse con 
tesoros culturales, que sus pobladores, depo- 
sitarios de ellos, guardan con especial esmero. 

Uruapan es la puerta de entrada a la Meseta 
Purépecha, una región donde se asientan anti- 
guos pueblos de los que surgen hermosas arte- 
sanías que por sus tonalidades reflejan la cos- 
movisión de sus habitantes y su relación íntima 
con los colores que la naturaleza les regala. 

La diferencia de la celebración entre la 
zona lacustre y la meseta es muy marcada. De 
acuerdo a Luis Daniel Benites Pérez, de la Ofi- 
cina de Desarrollo Cultural del Ayuntamiento 
de Uruapan, está confirmado que las comuni- 
dades indígenas que hablan purépecha son las 
que mantienen la creencia que van a llegar las 
almas durante la fiesta de jimbankua o la fies- 
ta de muerto nuevo. Para sus pobladores es fun- 
damental celebrar a sus difuntos, es un compro- 
miso espiritual que mantienen similar a la cele- 
bración que acostumbran hacer en honor de 
un santo durante las fiestas patronales. 

La muerte entre los purépechas 

La meseta se extiende desde Tingambato 
hasta Charapan y son cuatro las zonas que com- 
ponen la región purépecha: la Zona Lacustre, 
la Ciénaga o Zacapu, la Cañada y la Meseta 
Purépecha conocida también como la sierra. 

El historiador, antropólogo y maestro Blas 
Ramírez Vidales señala que para entender el 
significado de los rituales de jimbankua, hay 
que empezar por ver qué es la muerte entre los 
purépechas, ya que en vez de ser un aconteci- 
miento fúnebre o de una profundidad trágica 
como se toma en otras culturas, en la región 
de la sierra la muerte se festeja como parte de 
la vida. 

Es una fiesta porque para el purépecha, 
antes de la llegada de los españoles no existía 
el concepto del infierno. Su universo estaba 
dividido en tres partes: el cielo, la tierra y el 
mundo de los muertos, localizado bajo la tierra. 
Para ellos dicho mundo era similar al paraíso 
O cielo cristiano, era como ir a un campo, a un 
lugar de alegría, de felicidad. Fueron los 
evangelizadores los que inculcaron, al inicio 
del siglo XVI, la creencia del cielo y el temor 
al infierno. Sin embargo, también intuyeron 
que no había que chocar con las costumbres y 
modos culturales de los nativos y que era 
necesario empalmarlas con la europea, 
produciéndose de esa manera el sincretismo 
que se vive día a día en esta región, donde los 
que han fallecido son venerados y recordados 
con alegría, ante la convicción que se tiene de 
que son felices donde sus almas se em uentren. 
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ante la fiesta de muerto nuev 


Ofrendas anticipadas para los 
acompañantes 

Unos ocho días antes de esta fiesta de los 
Santos’ Difuntos, los deudos compran pan, 
dulces y cajas con las frutas de la temporada y 
arreglan unas charolas en las que ponen de todo 
un poco. 

Van a las casas de las personas que los 
acompañaron durante el funeral, tocan la puerta 
y se la entregan comentando: “Vine a traerle 
la ofrenda de parte de León, el que se murió 
como hace tres meses”. 

La creencia de que la muerte es sólo un 
paso hacia otro nivel comanda igualmente una 
celebración. Tanto el primero como el dos de 
noviembre, se preparan platillos especiales 
para compartirlos con los que llegan a acom- 
pañar a los familiares en el segundo velorio, 
esta vez sin el cuerpo del fallecido. Estos ali- 
mentos serán los mismos que pondrán en las 
ofrendas, además de la calabaza en dulce, cha- 
yotes, duraznos, guayabas y lo que le gustaba 
al difunto. 

Símbolos de la celebración de la 
Jimbankua 

La fiesta en honor a los que murieron en 
el año en curso, envuelve a muchas personas 
en cada uno de los aspectos de la celebración. 
No ocurre lo mismo con los fallecidos en años 
anteriores, a quienes sencillamente se les co- 
loca una ofrenda en el altar principal de su casa. 

Bertha Alicia Cruz Ramón, Promotora 
Cultural de San Lorenzo, una población ubi- 
cada a 23 kilómentos de Uruapan, señala la 
importancia de las flores en la celebración de 
la jimbankua, como parte de los símbolos más 
destacados de esta fiesta dedicada al muerto 
nuevo. 

Son cuatro las tradicionales del área. La 
primera de ellas es una orquídea de la 
temporada, la joskuatsitstki, o flor de estrella, 
de color morado y tonos blancos. Esta flor, que 
se da en lo alto de los tejocotes y de los encinos 
negros, representa el espíritu del fallecido que 
al volver al sol se convierte en una estrella. 

Otra, de la familia de las orquídeas de esta 
temporada es la parakatatsitsíki, flor de mari- 
posa, de color amarillo y tonos café, que se da 
como flor parásita y que por analogía de la na- 
turaleza representa la siquis del hombre. Los 
enjambres de mariposas que aparecen en esta 
temporada, son relacionados con la parakata- 
tsitsíki, y la creencia que las almas de los muer- 
tos regresan de esta forma a participar de las 
fiestas. 

Otra flor tradicional de esta celebración 
es la tiringuitsitsíki, cuyo aroma es un poco 
mejor que las anteriores. Es de color amarillo, 
con dibujos muy bonitos. Por su tonalidad re- 
presenta también el color dorado del átomo 
divino. 

Y está el k'etsikarhani, que es el cempoa- 
xóchitl, simbólico a nivel nacional durante esta 
celebración, entre todos los grupos étnicos. Su 
raíz significa vida y abarca toda la cosmo- 
visión. Es una flor apropiada para colocarla 
en la mesa, donde se van a sentar los muertos 
a degustar la comida que se les ofrece para la 
ocasión.s>

Part One 

It is a pleasure to let oneself travel down 
the paths that open up before one’s gaze, es- 
pecially those that lead to the villages that are 
found bordering Uruapan. A few kilometers 
outside of this city, the second most impor- 
tant in the state of Michoacan, the Purepecha 
plateau, covered with avocado trees and corn, 
and surrounded by a mountain chain, presents 
a landscape that opens up. into plains. 

The plateau population seems to be fro- 
zen in time, and reaching them represents the 
clear possibility of discovering cultural trea- 
sures, that the settlers (trustees) watch over 
with special care. 

Uruapan is the doorway to the Purepecha 
plateau, a region where old villages are situ- 
ated. These beautiful handcrafts reflect, 
through their tonalities, the cosmovision of 
their inhabitants and their intimate relation- 
ship with the colors that nature gifts them with. 

The difference of the celebration between 
the lake area and the plateau is very pro- 
nounced. 

According to Luis Daniel Benites Perez, 
from the Cultural Development Office of the 
City of Uruapan, it is confirmed that the in- 
digenous communities that speak Purepecha 
are the ones that maintain the belief that the 
souls will arrive during the celebration of 
Jimbankua, or newly deceased. It is funda- 
mental for its inhabitants to celebrate their 
dead. It is about a spiritual commitment simi- 
lar to the celebration they are accustomed to 
making in honor of a saint during the local 
holidays. 

Death among the Purepechas 

The plateau extends from Tingambato to 
Charapan and four areas compose the 
Purepecha region: the Lake Zone, the Cienaga 
or Zacapu (swampland), the Cañada (the 
gully), and the Purepecha plateau, also known 
as the mountain range. 

The historian, anthropologist, and teacher 
Blas Ramirez Vidales, points out that to un- 
derstand the significance of the Jimbankua 
rituals one needs to start by observing what 
death means among the Purepechas. Instead 
of being a somber event or a profound trag- 
edy as it is in other cultures, in the mountain 
region-death is celebrated as part of life. 

It is a celebration because for the 
Purepecha, before the arrival of the Spaniards, 
there was no concept of hell. Their universe 
was divided into three parts: heaven, earth, 
and the world of the dead, located beneath the 
earth. For them, said world was similar to 
paradise, or the Christian Heaven, like going 
to a camp, a place of joy, of happiness. It was 
the evangelists who, in the 16" century, in- 
stilled the belief in heaven and the terror of 
hell. However, they also knew intuitively that 
they should not clash with the natives’ cus- 
toms and cultural ways, and that it was neces- 
sary to merge them with the European ones, 
in that way producing the syncretism that is 
lived day to day in that region, where the ones 


who have died are venerated and remembered 
with joy, with the conviction that they are 
happy wherever their souls are found. 
Anticipated offerings for the 
accompanying persons 

About eight days before the celebration 
of the Santos Difuntos (Blessed Deceased), 
the relatives buy pastry, candy, and boxes of 
seasonal fruit, and arrange trays on which they 
place a little of everything. They go to the 
homes of the persons who accompanied them 
during the funeral, knock on the door, and 
present it, saying: “I bring the offering from 
Leon, who died about three months ago.” 

The belief that death is only a step toward 
another level also commands a celebration. 
On both the first and the second of Novem- 
ber, special dishes are prepared to share with 
the ones who come to accompany the rela- 
tives in the second vigil, this time without the 
body of the deceased. This food will be the 
same and will be placed in the offerings, be- 
sides the calabaza en dulce (pumpkin in 
syrup), chayotes, peaches, guavas, and what- 
ever else the deceased liked. 

Symbols of the celebration of the 

Jimbankua 

The honoring of the ones who died in the 
current year involves many people in each of 
the aspects of the celebration. The same thing 
does not happen with the deceased of years 
past, who simply receive an offering at the 
main altar of their home. 

Bertha Alicia Cruz Ramon, Cultural Pro- 
moter of San Lorenzo, a town located 23 ki- 
lometers away from Uruapan, indicates the 
importance of the flowers at the Jimbankua 
celebration as part of the symbols that most 
stand out at this celebration dedicated to the 
newly deceased. The area has four traditional 
ones. The first of them is a seasonal orchid, 
the joskuatsitsiki, or starflower, with purple 
white hues. This flower, which blooms in the 
high hawthorns and black holm oaks, repre- 
sents the spirit of the deceased who, upon his 
return to the sun, is converted to a star. 

Another one of these seasonal orchids is 
the parakatatsitsiki, or butterfly flower, yel- 
low with brown hues, which blooms as a para- 
site flower and by nature’s analogy represents 
man’s psyche. The swarms of butterflies that 
appear in this season are related to the 
parakatatsitsiki, and the belief that the souls 
of the dead return in this form to participate 
in the celebrations. 

Another traditional flower of this celebra- 
tion is the tiringuitsitsiki, whose aroma is a 
little better than the aforementioned. It is 
purple, with pretty markings. It’s yellow color 
also represents the gold color of the Atomo 
Divino (soul). 

There is also the k’etsikarhani, which is 
the cempoaxochitl, symbolic at a national level 
during this celebration among all the ethnic 
groups. Its root signifies life, and includes all 
cosmovision. It is an appropriate flower to 
place on the table, where the deceased will sit 
to “taste” the food that is offered to them on 
this occasion.s=

Anti-U.S. sentiment grows in Latin America
